Another 
feature which protects the interests 
of the people is that with each bill 
of optical goods the optom etrist is 
required to give the custom er a “Bill 
of Purchase” on a specified form au­ 
thorized by the state. The fakir can­ 
not legally use that form and the 
w arnings which have been given peo­ 
ple are making business slack for the 
traveler. Another feature which is 
making the peddler fight shy of Okla­ 
homa is that there is a reward offered 
by the state board to any one who 
reports a fakir who is convicted. 
(These reports can be made to any 
licensed optom etrist or to any mem­ 
ber of the state board. The reward 
goes to the person reporting the ped­ 
dler and not to the optom etrist The 
penalty for practicing without a li­ 
cense is $25 to $100 fine and 30 to 90 
days in jail or both. 
C. J. W arren, iA D. Coon and PL T. 
•Sanders, of this city, who have been 
licensed by the state board and who 
is classed as 
regular 
optom etrists 
state that in their opinion the ped­ 
dler has been driven out of the state. 
They said: “People do not yet realize 
what a protection this is. People are 
entitled to good protection for their 
eyes and the new optometry law is 
putting the fakir out of business. It 
Is a law based on the good of the 
public and we are all proud of the 
success It has made and the good 
which will result: therefrom .”

TAX. 
D. L. ‘Webb is busy collecting the 
street tax from 
citizens 
liable 
to 
street duty and issuing warnings to 
work the streets to those not paying. 
H eretofore the m atter of collecting 
and disbursing this tax has been done 
in a rather loose manner, only a 
small part being collected and that 
from those who felt inclined to pay. 
INo effort has been made, so far as 
we ever heard, to compel those who 
refused to pay to work their tax out 
on the street. 'Then, too, the work has 
been done here and there, and many 
t.vho paid the tax never received a 
d o llar’s direct benefit from it. Under 
the new ordinance, however, the mon- 
ey collected from any one ward must 
- be spent on the streets of that lo­ 
cality and nowhere else. That insures 
some relief to places that have been 
neglected, and the citizens twill pay 
up more readily. Now if a few a r­ 
rests are made of those who refuse 
to either pay up or work the streets, 
a great improvement will be made. If 
a ll the tax were collected it would 
amount to about $3,(HK), a sum that 
would enable tire city 
to 
put 
the 
streets in fair order. 
The 
average 
citizen will cheerfully pay the tax 
when he knows he will get some di­ 
rect benefit from it.

The law provides that no 
one can practice optom etry w ithout a 
license and that license can be ob­ 
tained only by examination or exr# 
eruption.

Why should there be a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature at this time? 
-Not to amend the election laws, no. 
This 
Third 
Legislature 
Assembly 
had a turn at that last winter. ((Ses­ 
sion Laws 1910-11 Page 
2&L) 
The 
Election Laws of this state have been 
changed so often that it is 
difficult 
for the average voter to cast his bal­ 
lot, on account of his 
unfam iliarity 
with the laws. It is only fair that the 
present election laws should be giv­ 
en a trial, before they are changed 
again. If the republicans and social­ 
ists, as it is alleged, are responsible 
for the present election laws, they 
would probably prevent a change in 
them, since they would be in the Ex­ 
traordinary 
session, 
in 
the 
same 
number and force as they were dur­ 
ing the session of IMO and IM I. 
Again, is there any necessity for a 
special session to build the capital 
building? Certainly not, since, if Ok­ 
lahoma City is not going 
to 
make 
good its promise to give the state a 
free capitol building, this fact was 
as "ell known last winter as it is 
today, and the Third Legislature had 
an opportunity to make provision for 
this delinquency and failed to do so. 
What assurance have we that the 
statesmen and near statesmen of the 
Third Legislature would do any bet­ 
ter along this line, if given another 
trial. If I might answer, I would say 
absolutely none. 
Again, it is claimed that it is of 
vital importance that the state should 
be redistricted in compliance with the 
new apportionment 
bill, 
giving 
to 
Oklahoma three additional members 
of the lower house of congress, but 
is that sufficient reason for inflicting 
the tax payers of the state with an 
extraordinary session of the legisla­ 
ture? it scarcely 
seems 
so. 
This 
same legislature had an opportunity 
last winter to redistrict the state and 
failed to do so. ‘If memory serves me 
right .Senator Go^e journeyed from 
W ashington to Oklahoma City last 
winter for the purpose of 
inducing 
the legislature to pass a redistricting 
bill but the efforts of our brilliant 
Senator were in vain and the bill 
failed of final passage. There does 
not seem- to be an im perative neces­ 
sity that the state should be redis­ 
tricted at this time, the three ad­ 
ditional members of congress may 
be elected from the state at large and 
there is no question about the fact, 
if they are so elected, that they will 
all be democrats. There is no reason 
to believe^ that under the splendid 
adm inistration 
of 
Governor 
Cruce, 
that dem ocratic sentiment and votes 
•will be less at the next election, than 
at the last. (There is no danger of a 
high tariff “slush fund” coming to 
Oklahoma and wiping out the safe 
democratic 
majority 
this 
year 
or 
next. 
Three of the five congressional dis­ 
tricts of the state are represented by 
democrats, and they can each be re­ 
elected, or if not, other good demo­ 
crats will succeed them, and the sec­ 
ond district can easily be reclaimed 
for democracy at the next election. 
Then as the m atter now stands, the 
democracy is 
reasonably 
sure 
of 
electing seven of the eight congress­ 
men at the next election. If the state 
were redistricted, it is not claimed 
that more than seven districts can 
he made safely democratic. Then what 
is the use of an extra session for this 
purpose? 
If this state 
is 
not 
redistricted 
these three additional 
congressmen 
will be elected from 
the 
state 
at 
large, by the democracy of the whole 
state. What is the objection to this? 
It is true that it will 
be 
expensive 
and laborious to the candidates, to 
canvass the entire state, but that is 
a m atter that is personal to the can­ 
didate, and does not interest or ap­ 
peal to the taxpayers. A special ses­ 
sion of the legislature cannot be jus­ 
tified on the grounds of making the 
.canvass less expensive to these can­ 
didates. 
It seems to me that the present rate 
of taxation, which todays* dispatches 
says will be placed at the maximum 
allowed by the constitution, 
argues 
strongly against incurring 
the 
ex­ 
pense of a special 
session 
at 
this 
tim e; that the* business interest of 
the state demands that this affliction 
should be passed along. ‘We are not in 
need of any new laws; we have too 
many now. In my humble opinion, 
Governor Cruce will make a serious 
mistake, should he heed the cry of 
the ambitious politician, for an ex­ 
traordinary session of the legisla­ 
ture.
